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FIFA alters Laws 


FIFA has made various amendments to 
the Laws of the Game, following the 
meeting of the International FA Board on 
June 28. 

The changes, together with other Board deci- 
sions, have to be enforced from July 25, are: 


1. Law IV Players’ Equipment 

(1) (a) The basic compulsory equipment of a play- 
er shall consist of a Jersey or shirt, shorts, 
Stockings, shinguards and footwear. 

(b) A player shall not wear anything which is 
dangerous to another Player. 

(2) Shinguards, which must be covered entire- 
ly by the stockings, shall be made of a 
suitable material (rubber, plastic, 
Polyurethane or similar substance) and 
Shall afford a reasonable degree of pro- 
tection. 


(3) unaltered 
Punishment and rest of law unaltered 


New decision of the international FA Board 

(1) In international matches, international com- 
petitions, international club competitions and 
friendly maches between clubs of different 
national associations, the referee, prior to the 
start of the game, shall inspect the Players’ 
equipment and prevent any player whose 
equipment does not conform to the require- 
ments of this Law from playing until such time 
as it does comply. The rules of any competi- 
tion may include a similar Provision. 


2. Law XI Off-side — (1) 

(1) A player is in an off-side Position if he is nearer 
to his opponents’ goal-line than the ball, 
unless: 

(a) he is in his own half of the field of play, or 

(b) He is not nearer to his Opponents’ goal-line 
than at least two of his Opponents. 


Law XI Off-side — (3) 
(3) A player shall not be declared off-side by the 
referee, 


(a) merely because of his being in an off-side 
position, or 


= ~ (0) if Ne receives the ball, direct from a goal-kick, 


@ corner-kick or a throw-in. 


Law XI Off-side — Decisions of the 
International F.A. Board 
New decision (2) 
(2) A player who is level with the second last 
Opponent or with the last two opponents is not 
in an off-side position. 


The International FA Board furthermore issued 
the following mandatory instruction, the 
advantages of which have already been demon- 
strated at the final competition of the 1990 World 
Cup in Italy: 


If, in the opinion of the referee, a er 
who is moving towards his Opponents’ goal 
with an obvious Opportunity to score a goal 
is intentionally and physically impeded by 
unlawful means, i.e. an offence punishable 
by a free kick (or a Penalty kick), thus denying 
the attacking Player's team the aforesaid 
goal-scoring opportunity, the offending play- 
er shall be sent off the field of play for serious 
foul play in accordance with Law Xil (n). 


This means specifically that if a player is un- 
lawfully and physically or deliberately held back 
(by his jersey, shorts, or arm or by means of 
Obstruction etc.) by the goalkeeper or another 
Player from the opposing team while the player is 
advancing straight for the goal with no obstacles 
in his way and with an obvious chance of scor- 
ing, the referee must no longer caution the offen- 
ding player but send him off immediately. 

You are also requested to note the following 
two recommendations issued by the Editorial 
Committee of the International FA Board and 
which have the full ‘support of the FIFA Referees’ 
Committee. 


a) Injured players 

The referee should prevent a Player who is 
bleeding profusely from taking any further part in 
a match until he has been adequately treated 
and the bleeding has stopped. 


b) Field marking 

A mark may be made off the field of play, 11 
yards from the corner flag and at right angles to 
the goal-line, to help the referee ensure this 
distance is observed when a comer kick is being 
taken.

Lord played for Aus- 
tralia 11 times and 35 
for NSW in the immedi- 
ate post-war years be- 
tween 1947 and 1964, 
including our first 
Olympic soccer team at 
Melbourne in 1956. 

“Most of the non-soc- 
cer people I have 
spoken to since the 
World Cup can’t under- 
stand why goalkeepers 
have so much latitude,” 
Lord said. 

“I don’t like the cur- 


rent rules at all. They 
were introduced to 
speed up the game, but 
they have slowed it 
down. 

“Under the old rule a 
keeper could initiate an 
attack quickly, but now 
they waste too much 
time in the penalty area. 

“A fair charge on a 
goalkeeper was part of 
the excitement of the 
game — but those days 
are gone. 

“T don’t believe a 
keeper should have the 
advantage of taking the 
ball to the edge of the 
penal area without 


“But Lord claims that 
one of the vital aspects 
of the game — the 
crowds — have not im-

proved over the years. 

“Crowds of 45,000

NSW sets to right 
Soccer great did it tough | the 1990 wrongs

THE re-emergence 
of the Strategic 
Development Plan 
and education of 
the leading clubs is 
right on the agen- 
da of the NSW 
Soccer Federation 
for 1991 and furth- 
er years down the 
track. 


The recent meeting _ 


of the NSW board of 
directors and clubs 
from the three top 
divisions set out an 
agenda for the im- 
provement of the 
game. 

NSW president 
Peter Thorne said: “It 
was a highly beneficial 
meeting. 

“There are certain 
skills within the 
Federation that can be 
unlocked to help the 
development of the 
clubs. 

“We think these 
can be dealt with by 
concentrating on four 
or five of them per 
year. 

“The situation will 
become clearer with 
the adoption of the 
Bradley Report.” 

NSW is most con- 
cerned that, upon 
acceptance of the’ re- 
port, no clubs are lost 
to the game. 

It is vital for pro- 
gress that, with the 
dropping of NSW 
clubs from the Natio- 
nal Soccer League, a 
place is found for them 
within NSW in order 
to ensure the strength 
of the competitions. 


Mr Thorne added: 
“NSW clubs must 
know where they stand 
for the 1991 season. 
We have promised 
them _ they will be 
advised of their posi- 
tion _ prior to Christ- 
mas, assuming that the 
Bradley report re- 
ceives approval.” 


There is a distinct 
feeling amongst NSW 
State League clubs 
that they have sorely 
missed revenue pro- 
ducing home games 


this season, to the 
extent that they cannot 
justify the large sums 
of money being ex- 
pended on their opera- 
tions. 

Obviously thought 
will have to be given to 
the basis on which 
NSW NSL clubs could 
be invited into the 
competition in future. 

Many have fielded 
sub standard teams, 
with St George the 
shining light when it 
comes to standard of 
football turned out. 

Before the season 
began there were 
hopes that well orga- 
nised NSW NSL clubs 
would swell the avail- 
able crowds. 

It hasn’t happened, 
and in fact the sta 
dard of the competi- 
tion has been down 
graded, leaving a situa- 
tion that cries out for 
the improvements that 
the NSW Federation is 
now planning.

EXPERIENCED for- 
mer Geelong City 
striker, Darren 
Tuck, now with 
ambitious State 
League outfit Bul- 
leen, scoffs at 
suggestions he. 
might be on his 
way out, as one of 
Geelong’s best 
ever soccer ex- 
perts battles his 
‘way out of a lean 
patch. 

At 28 years of age, 
veteran former Kiwi 
Tuck set the world on 
fire when he exploded 
onto the State League 
scene with seven goals 
in as many games this 
season. 

However, five 
months down the 
track, Tuck hasn't 
added to his tally, thus 
experiencing his 
longest ever dry spell! 

The speedy forward 
admits he’s lost some 
form but with true self- 
belief claims he'll be 
back doing what he 
does best in no time 
flat. 

The former Geelong 
boy is doing his second

WHERE do we go 

from here? 

That's the question 
Scottish soccer is facing 
after failing for the 
seventh time to get 
beyond the first phase 
of the World Cup. 

Scotland’s big name 
Stars blew. their coun- 
try’s best chance yet of 
Progressing to the latter 
Stages, 

Now they must pick 
up the pieces in time for 
a European Champion- 
ship campaign that kicks 
off in September, 

Manager Andy Rox- 
burgh can certainly 
point to the fact that his 
side had no luck in Italy. 

But Scotland knew 
before a ball was kicked 
that an opening win 
against Costa Rica and a 
draw against Sweden 
would have sent them 
through. 

Instead they botched 
it up again, 

Magnificent though 
the Swedish win was, 
the Costa Rica flop and 
the fear they showed 
against Brazil proved 
too costly, 

Some of the blame 
will lie at Roxburgh’s 
door for his puzzling 
team selections. 

But the real men to 
blame are the much- 
praised stars who failed 
to make their mark on 
the tournament. 

Jim Leighton per- 
formed steadily. The 
blame for Scotland's 
exit cannot be laid at his 
door. But he was at 
fault for the Brazil goal 
which decided Scot- 
land's fate, 

The massive roar of 
relief which greeted his 
opening save against 
Costa Rica said it all, 

Scotland’s fans were 
not confident in their 
"keeper. Roxburgh’s 
loyalty to Leighton 
rather than going for the 
in-form Andy Goram 
proved costly. 

Possibly the biggest 
disappointment was the 
failure of Jim Bett and 
Paul McStay to provide 
a midfield spark. 

Bett's World Cup 
lasted just 60 pathetic 
minutes against Costa 
Rica. He never used his 
precision passing and by 
the time he was substi- 
tuted looked to have 


lost all interest, 
That was unaccept- 


able to the massive 
Scots support. 

Their booing of 31- 
year-old Bett's un- 
willingness to battle for 
them should mean his 
international days are 
over. 

McStay knows he 
failed to produce the 
World Cup that was ex- 
pected to him. Quite 
frankly, he looked 
burned out. 

A heavy season in the 
midfield battleground of 
the Premier Division is 
no preparation for Italia 
"90 and the added strain 
of having to captain 
Celtic through a night- 
mare season added to 
his burden, 

But those who say he 
should not play for Scot- 
land again are talking 
rubbish. McStay is a 
talented-player and they 
are not overwhelmed in 
that area,
